MYSTDGOGIA RELFLECTION 


Holy Week is my favorite time of the liturgical 
year because it has always been a time when I 
can feel God’s presence. Not that I don’t feel 
His presence the rest of the year, it just is 
stronger during Holy Week. But somehow, it 
was different this year. The reading of the 
Passion on Palm Sunday took on a new meaning 
for me, and I thought about it often as I spent 
that week “cramming” for the interview with the 
bishop on Sunday. Right before falling asleep 
Thursday night, I saw Jesus in the garden and I 
was with him. Like Peter, I promised to stay 
with him through the next few days. Also like 
Peter, I fell away, abandoning Jesus in his time 
of need. But that didn’t stop me from attending 
Good Friday services. That night, when the 
Passion was read, I felt warm. By the time we 
venerated the cross, I was hot. After mass, my 
family commented how that the church had 
been cool. On Easter Sunday, my studying had 
paid off. I stood with six other youth from our 
parish and was confirmed. When Bishop Cupich 
laid his hands on my head, I felt this warmth 
rising in my chest and eventually filling my 
whole body. I also felt an overwhelming sense 
of love; I knew at that moment that I was a child 
of God.
